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It is, as we conceive, an abſolnte Denial of Juſtice, in re- 
gard, as it 1s faid before, the ſame Suit cannot betryed 
any where elle. The Houle of Peers, as to Impeachments, 
proceed by virtue of their Judicial Power, and not by 
their Legiſlatrve; and gs to that, a& as a Court of Re- 
cord, and can” deny Suitors (eſpecially the Commons of 
England, that bring Legal Complaint betore them) no more 
than the Juſtices of Weſtminſter-Hall, or other Courts can 
deny any Sit or Criminal Caſe, that is regularly- com- 
menced before them. 

Our Law faith, in the Perſon of the King, Nl; nega- 
bimus Fuſtitiam, we will deny Juſtice to no fingle Perſon; 

et here, as we apprehend, Juſtice is denied to the whole 
Body of the People ; this may be mterpreted, an Exer- 
ciling of Arbitrary Power, and will, as we fear, have In- 
fluence upon the Conſtitution of the Engliſh Government; 
and be an Incouragement to all inferiour Courts, to ex- 
erciſe the ſame Arbitrary Power, by denying the Preſent- 
- ments of Grand Furies, &c, for which, at this time, the 
Chief Juſtice ſtands impeached in the Howe of Peers, 
heſe Proceedings may milrepreſent the Howe of Peers 
ta the King and People, eſpecially, at this time; and 
the more, in the particular Caſe of Edward Fitg-Harris, 
who is publickly known to be concerned in vile and horrid 
Treafons againſt his Majeſty, and a great Confpuator in 
the Popiſh Plot, to murder the King, and deſtroy and 
ſubvert the Proteſtant Religion.
